DeCoster is Champ 


Belgian motocross star Roger De 
Coster used a pair of convincing 
victories in the West German 
500cc Grand Prix of Motocross 
last Sunday to regain the World 
Championship he lost a year ago 
to Finn Heikki Mikkola. DeCoster 
won both Grand Prix motos in 


West Germany despite a flat front tire in 
the finale and holds an insurmountable 
lead with three of 12 races remaining on 
the schedule. i 

DeCoster, who rides for Suzuki, was 
the World 500cc Champion in 1971, 
1972 and 1973 before Mikkola seized 
the crown for Husqvarna last year. In 
the nine World Championship events 
run thus far in 1974 DeCoster has been 
both fast and consistent, winning 11 
motos, placing second twice and being 
shut out of the point-paying positions 
only once, when mechanical problems 
sidelined him in Italy. 

DeCoster, the 1974 Trans-AMA 
Champion and the winningest rider in 
Trans-AMA history, now has four World 
Championships to his credit and adds to 
along list of Suzuki motocross successes 
in recent years. Tony DiStefano of 
Morrisville, Pennyslvania, has already 
won the United States 250cc National 
title for Suzuki this year and the 
18-year-old star also leads the 
Inter-AMA Series standings. 

Hollander Gerrit Wolsink, teammate 
of DeCoster, remains in the number 
three spot in the 500cc World 
Championship standings, just 19 points 
behind Mikkola, who is second with no 
hope of retaining his world title. 

Another great points battle near the 
top features American Husqvarna rider 
Brad Lackey of Pinole, California, who 
is tied with Belgian Jaak Van Velthoven 
for the number five point position. The 
best finish ever registered by an 
American in world motocross standings 
was Jim Pomeroy’s seventh in 250cc 
competition last year. e

luck knocked Ken 
(Yam) out of first place 


twice in one night, and Gary Scott 
(H-D) rode a smooth, no-nonsense 


race to win his second straight 
Ascot National TT. Behind Gary, 
John Gennai (Tri) survived a late- 
race charge from Rick Hocking 
(Yam), as Gary’s brother Hank finished 
fourth ahead of Paul Bostrom. 


Mechanical failures, many of which 
centered around chains and sprockets, 
had a drastic effect on the outcome of 
heats and the National itself. A regular 
rash of sprocket fractures (Roberts’ and 
Steve Droste’s were most noticeable) 
created a mear-panic of 
sprocket-changing after the Semis. 
Whether it’s from increased horsepower 
beginning to flex existing frames, or 
from harder-working suspensions getting 
a harder bite, it seems that some of the 
super-light alloy sprockets reached 
their design limit, fracturing all the way 
around at the narrowest part of the 
webbing between lightening holes. The 
survivors were casting about -frantically 
to fit anything with fewer holes and 
more metal before the 25-lap National. 


Dave Aldana (H-D), still running the 
dual-disc front brake he had at Castle 
Rock, turned a berserko 46.13 second 
top time trial on a deeply-worked, tacky 
surface. Next fastest lap in qualifying 
was John Hateley (Nor. 46.24), and 
Roberts was third at 46.28. Gary Scott, 
at 47.27, didn’t make it into the top 10 
times. 


Time trials were a bit rushed, as the 
track was pushing a 7:45 p.m. schedule 
deadline for the appearance of the 
Southern California Flying Circus 
parachute jump team. The skydivers 
were a gas — even though six out of the 
eight jumpers landed in the graveyard 
across Vermont Avenue from the track. 


Hank Scott and several of the other 
Harley riders were noticed in practice 
and time trials pushing down visibly on 
the bars coming over the Ascot jump 
for, as Hank said later, “I can’t make 
any time with the wheels in the air.” 
The technique, according to Hank’s 
crew, was netting him about two 
seconds a lap. Ken Roberts was doing it, 
too, as best he could with what little 
weight he has to throw around, standing 
forcibly in the pegs after takeoff, 
trying to throw the Yamaha 
downwards. As the racing progressed, 
nearly everybody’s jumps got lower and 
flatter, with exceptions of Terry 
Dorsch, John Hateley, and Paul 
Bostrom, who tend to go ape in mid-air. 


Heats — Kenny cracks a sprocket 

The night’s racing got off to an 
uncertain start, as Ron Powell and Phil 
McDonald tangled bars off the line and 
went sprawling, bringing out the red flag 
on the first heat before half-a-lap was 
complete. Gene Romero was pretty hot 
about all the “rollers” he saw in front of 
him off that ill-starred start; and his 
words must have stung, because the line 
judges were sharp-eyed the rest of the 
evening. 

When the eight-minute hold had run 
out, Powell and McDonald were back in 
it. Dave Hansen enjoyed a very brief 
holeshot, but trailed Mark Williams

(Nor) over the jump. Behind were Rex 
Beauchamp, Dave Aldana, Art 
Fredenburgh and Steve Droste, in a 
couple of tight bunches. The next group 
was led by McDonald, with Brad 
Tibbitts (Tri) and Ron Powell trying to 
go by him on both sides. Powell 
dropped out early with what looked like 
a header clamp falling off, and Tibbitts 
later got ridden almost into a wall, then 
fell off coming out of the infield. 

In the south end of the course, Rex 
Beauchamp went by Hansen near 
mid-race, then Aldana ducked under 


Dave in the north turn. After that it was 
high-pressure time as Aldana tried both 
sides of Beauchamp on nearly every 
corner, even bumped his rear wheel 
once in a hard rush coming out of the 
infield. Then, looking at the white flag, 
Aldana’s motor quit, coming out of the 
north turn. Hansen and Northwesterner 
Charlie Brown got the next two direct 
transfers. 

Second heat, Bruce Hanlon and 
another rider got sent back to the third 
row, and Terry Dorsch (Tri) led off the 
restaged start. In the first lap scramble, 
Frank Gillespie (H-D) came off hard in 
the jump landing area (he may have hit 
one of the two holes that developed 
there) and rolled clear. Dorsch, who had 
spent most of the previous night 
building an engine so he could make the 
National, stretched his lead and went on 
to make his heat win the fastest of the 
evening. John Hateley tossed a chain 
trying for the lead in the dogleg before 
the jump, lost most of a lap getting 
going again. John Allison and Paul 
Bostrom finished second-third, while 





Danny Hockie (Tri) outpowered 
wild-man Hanlon for the last direct 
transfer. 

Rick Hocking and John Gennai 
holeshot together in the next heat, but 
Ken Roberts came off an outside pole 
start and went around them in the first 
turn. From there, Ken cleared away and 
hid, while John and Hock got into a 
regular bar-banger. Rick just barely held 
Gennai at bay, forcing him outside and 
then slamming the door. 

.Gennai finally forced his way around 
the outside of turn three and pulled out 
about a half-second gap. Then there was 
a yell from the crowd — Roberts had 
dropped out with his fractured sprocket 
dangling, and Gennai was leading. Hank 
Scott and Tom White came across 
three-four, then Skip Aksland, and Tom 
Berry muscled past Rob Morrison as the 
heat wound down. Roberts came out of 
the pits to push across the line, then 
crossed his fingers, hoping a hole would 
open in a Semi. He was fourth alternate. 

Eddie Wirth came off the penalty 
line to win the last heat. He and Randy

behind them in order by tucking tight in 
the right-hander after the jump where 
Scott went almost to the wall, squaring 
the corner off. Mert Lawwill fell in the 
first turn and had a grim chase ahead of 
him just to finish eighth. Gary Scott 
came back to force his way under 
Randy Skiver in a sustained drive 
through that same right-hand sweeper. 
Jay Springsteen, who had been 
shadowing Scott, tried Skiver on both 
sides and then crashed in the tight left 
before the oval when his inside charge 
brought him up hard against Randy’s 
left handlebar. Skiver (“I didn’t see him 
until I felt him”) finished third with his 
throttle cable sticking (“I discovered it 
going over the jump”), ahead of Eddie 
Mulder. 

Semis — Roberts makes the 
National 

Roberts’ crew had him suited up and 
ready for the first Semi, even though he 
was fourth and last alternate. The 
two-minutes hold ran out with the grid 
not yet full (as Aldana and Bob Conway 
scratched), and Ken was rolled onto the 
second row. Second alternate Brad 
Tibbitts, recovered from his crashes in 
time trials and heat, rolled up and was 
told to wait for the second Semi. For 
Brad, that opportunity never came. 
Fellow Washington-stater Ricky Graves 
did make it in as an alternate. 

Steve Droste holeshot everybody and 
cleared away, while Roberts came 
around outside the first turn to settle in 
fifth. Between Roberts and the lead 
were Phil McDonald, John Hateley and 
Bruce Hanlon. Hanlon zapped Hateley 
in the North turn, to the 
accompaniment of oohs and ahs from 
the stands, then got Droste next lap. 

Right in his draft was Roberts. 
Droste managed to shut Ken off out of 
the North turn, but the defending 
champion highlined around him in turn 
one. Right then Hanlon’s bike quit, 
Roberts took over, and attention turned 
to Gene Romero’s do-or-die charge on 
Droste for that last transfer to the 
National. Before that could really come 
to a head, Droste suffered a sprocket 
fracture identical to Roberts’ earlier 
one, and Romero shuffled on in. 
Trophy race 

Rekindled with fresh fire, Rob 
Morrison led again as Randy Cleek (who 
had had a flattened megaphone as a 
result of a practice tumble) tucked 
behind. Walt Foster emerged from the 
first turn fourth behind Arizona’s Rick 
Kraft after an outside multi-pass. Within 
three laps, Foster was clear of Kraft and 
up against Morrison. They went 
nose-tail for two more laps until 
Morrison pulled into the pits for good. 
Cleek, who’d been shoved back to 
fourth in the shuffle, slipped by Kraft in 
the dogleg. Well back of the lead trio at 
the finish were McDonald and Corky 
(“When this is over { can go back home 
and turn left a lot”) Keener. Corky had 
been hard-pressed all evening after 
someone trashed his rear brake linkage 
early in his heat, forcing him to learn all 
over how to use the front brake. 


National TT 


It was a topsy-turvy, four row 
starting grid, with a mixture of 
privateers and factory riders on the 
front row, Gary Scott on the second 
line with teammate Beauchamp, and 
Roberts on the last row with protege 
Aksland, Mert Lawwill and Gene 
Romero. Polesitter Terry Dorsch drew a 
penalty on the first attempt at a start. 
Next time starter Bob Malley stepped to 
the box everybody stayed cool, and 
Mark Williams enjoyed the briefest of 
holeshots before his Norton went very 
sour. 

Beauchamp, too, went on one 
cylinder, losing almost a full lap getting 
his engine to clear. Gennai, Gary Scott, 
Eddie Wirth, John Allison, Paul 
Bostrom, Hank Scott, Tom White and 
Terry Dorsch went over the jump more 
or less in order, Roberts was bottled up 
around mid-pack. 


Second lap, and Beauchamp was” 


back on it, laying the Harley right down 
to the cases and actually pulling away 
from leader Gennai. Roberts passed 
Eddie Mulder, slipped under Terry 
Dorsch, and now he was eighth. 
Meanwhile, the lead group tightened up 
as duelling John Allison and Eddie

Wirth pressed up behind Gary Scott in 
turns one-two. Right out of tum two, 
Allison, still carrying lots of 
momentum, clobbered Wirth’s rear 
wheel and both went down. Both 
bounced back up, first Wirth, then 
Allison, and restarted well down. Two 
less for Roberts to pass. 

By lap 10, Roberts had highlined 
around Hank Scott and Paul Bostrom, 
then ducked under Gary Scott in tum 
two. With Scott working hard behind 


him, Ken took a few more laps to 


measure Gennai, then passed him on lap 
14, going over the jump. Dragging up 
the front straight, John got it back; 
Roberts repassed between turns one and 
two, and Scott meantime, was right 


there in the hunt. The crowd blew its 
collective mind. 

Ken managed to pull out about a 
second on Gennai, even with his 
Yamaha starting to spit back 
occasionally. Hank Scott was now in 
fourth, with Terry Dorsch, Rick 
Hocking, Tom White and Paul Bostrom 
in a group behind. Eddie Wirth was 
regaining ground, as was Allison, but 
well back. 

Then on lap 20, the hoodoo struck 
again. This time Roberts’ chain popped 
off near the infield exit, and the 
Champion, whose shoulder was really 
hurting by this time, retired. Inthe 
same lap, Scott went by Gennai, and 
Rick Hocking began to move. In fact, 


Hocking began to boogie, his Yamaha 
screaming its guts. In the next couple of 
laps White and Hank Scott both lost to 
Hock’s charge, and it was Hocking and 
Gennai hard at it once more. 

While Gary Scott stole a look over 
his shoulder to check his lead, Hocking 
tried for every available hole around 
Gennai. There wasn’t any, and as Rick 
said later, “My bike started doing funny 
things and I thought I'd better stay here 
(in third) before I fall off.” 

Hank Scott and Paul Bostrom 
finished at a distance, while Eddie Wirth 
had gotten by Dorsch for sixth. Behind 
Dorsch were Mert Lawwill and Burritto 
nose-tail as they had been for much of 
the race. 

The win here gives Gary Scott a 377 
point lead over Roberts, the best 
advantage he has ever had in their 
years-long rivalry. The first half of the 
Camel Pro Series is over, leaving Gary 
$5000 richer as first half point leader. 
Laguna Seca is next, and the big 
question is going to be — does Scott 
finally have a competitive road race 
ride? Whether or not, at mid-year it is 
definitely Ken Roberts’ turn to try 
harder. e

Gardena Gold Cup: 


A Corker

GARDENA, CAL., JULY 25

would probably like to forget the 
man from Michigan right now. 
The annual Gardena Gold Cup 
half-mile found Keener being over- 
looked by the timing crew in time trials. 
Corky convinced Referee Chub Kellam 
that he had in fact taken the checkers 
earlier. Kellam relented and Corky went 
back out to clock second fastest time of 
the night, and much faster than his first 
time, according to the many railbirds 
that carry stopwatches. It was to be the 
last time that evening Corky would run 
second to anybody. 

Ascot’s hottest rookie, Alex 
Jorgensen, took top time honors over 
Keener and then opened the show by 
winning the fastest heat race in a close 
one over Hank Scott, Jay Springsteen 
and Steve Droste. Frank Gillespie took 
the last transfer to the Semi. 

Keener, still apparently hot from his 
time trial episode, or still remembering 
his flop in the ’74 Ascot National 
half-mile, passed and repassed on the 
first lap of the second heat to go on for 
his first win of the night. Eddie Wirth 
was a close second with John Allison, 
another slow qualifier, coming from the 
back line with another high groove ride 
to take third. 

In the final heat, the pole belonged 
to Rick Hocking, the ’74 Gold Cup 
winner. Hocking was on a Yamaha, as 
usual, but most unusual was the fact 
that the frame housed a four cylinder 





time before the 
“Forget?” Corky 
Keener. On the other hand, the 
many California half-mile Experts 


TZ750 road race engine! It was the first 
time this powerplant had ever been 
entered into Expert competition on a 
half-mile and here it was with the third 
fastest qualifying time in a talent loaded 
field of riders and equipment. But 
Hocking had picked the wrong night, 
the wrong track and the wrong lineup of 
riders to go experimenting. 

Mert Lawwill got a perfect start and 
let the field chase him the entire five 
laps. John Hateley closed late in the 
race, the same for Walt Foster. It took a 
stroke of luck and a stroke of fate for 
Hocking to make the cut and finish in 
the first five. Tom Berry had Rick beat 
only to have his engine sour on the next 
to last lap. Then Hocking got by Art 
Fredenberg on the last lap to gain 
fourth and a transfer to the semi. 

Springsteen got a front row start in 
the Semi and battled back and forth 
with Aldana in the early laps before 
pulling away to finally win something at 
Ascot. Aldana then had to hold off the 
charges of Walt Foster and Michigan’s 
Droste to retain second place. 

The Trophy Dash was the next test 


in the California vs. Michigan night.: 


Jorgensen looked like he had it made 
until engine troubles took him out of 
the race — but Keener was right on him 
when it happened. Corky then scored an 
easy win and joined fellow Michigan 
riders Bart Markel and Rex Beauchamp 
as the only out-of-staters to ever win the 
three-lap zipper. 





Four non-Californians were in the 
feature. Keener and Springsteen from 
Michigan, Droste trying to decide 
whether he is from Iowa or Michigan 
and Hank Scott still on a day-to-day 
basis between California and Ohio. 

For the second time of the night 
Lawwill was off to a perfect start and 
out in front of Keener and Jorgensen at 
the end of the first and second lap. 
Keener squeezed into the lead on lap 
three then both Jorgy and Springsteen 
zipped by Mert on lap four. Up front it 
was a two-rider race between Corky and 
Jorgy. 

Springsteen was alone in third at the

seventh lap when both Wirth and Scott 


- picked off Lawwill at the same time on 


the same turn.’ Then on lap eight 
Jorgensen dropped out with mechanical 
troubles for the second time. The road 
was clear for Keener with no immediate 
challengers. The final five laps saw Wirth 
close to the back wheel of Springsteen 
with Scott, inches back and pressuring 
all the way. Twice in the final four laps 
Scott nearly bumped big Eddie right off 
the race track and over the wall. The 
plan worked as the younger half of the 
Scott team took over third and allowed 
Springsteen to widen the gap. 

One of the bumps by Scott opened 
the door for Hateley, also noted for his 
late lap ability, to get by Wirth and 
charge on Scott on the last lap. Out of 
the final turn the Scott/Hateley duel 
was a sight to behold. Hateley was going 
in every direction with his front wheel 
off the ground. It worked and he 
grabbed third just before the finish. 

The expected duel in the Junior 
Final between Steve Eklund and Dan 
McWhorter never came off. Each won 
their heat race but Eklund was in no 
mood to play games this trip after losing 
at Sacramento a week ago. Mark Smith 
tried to play spoiler but ended up a 
distant second with little Mac back in 
third. This brings the two top Juniors in 
to a dead even tie for the point lead 
heading into the August 15th regular 
season event. 

Vince Mead and Steve Fortune both 
had to come from the back row in their 
heat races to win and earn spots in the 
Lightweight Final along with Ted 
Davidson. Mead was again near-perfect, 
coming from the second line to take 
over second behind Davidson in less 
than a lap — the first lap. Mead grabbed 
the lead away on the third round with 
Davidson slowing and eventually 
dropping out with engine problems on 
lap five. Fortune made a great try but 
again was denied the win as Mead 
stretched his point lead over Davidson. 
Craig Armstrong got by Sam Mathews 
late in the race for third, Vern Maxwell 
ran fifth. Both Ricky Graham and 
Gordy Kidd were forced out with 
engine trouble earlier in the heat races.

After winning his first District 37 
race, Kevin Hasten, along with

girlfriend, now wife, Sue, put an 


end to the desert’s people’s 
question of “‘Who is that guy?”, 
with a string of firsts.

Futher adventures of 


Jerry Counts & fis FO0-FOO XL 120 


By Larry Langley 


Not long ago, Cycle News ran an 
Jerry Counts’ XL-125 
which he had set up for enduros. 
The next phase in the bike’s 


article on 


development was the engine. The 
XL-125 is not exactly noted for its 
overwhelming horsepower. While the 
little tractor would go up anything, it 
had to do it at a crawl in low gear. It 
would make it, mind you, but rather 
slowly. Jerry was frustrated as the 
bigger bikes would blow by him. More 
horsepower was imperative, but Jerry 
had one important goal in mind, and 
that was to try and retain the Honda 
reliability.A tough job if an appreciable 
amount of horsepower was to be 
extracted from the engine. 

First, Jerry consulted with Gary 
Fishburn at Hi-Per-Kinetics*, a speed 
shop in Paramount, Calif. which 
specializes in four-stroke Hondas. Gary 
runs a very impressive shop. Absolute 
cleanliness is the rule and everyone 
works in white robes. A complete 
machine shop on the premises insures 


any job will get done. Alternatives for 
producing the desired horsepower were 
discussed, including a big bore kit, but it 
was decided to let Gary turn his grinder 
to work in the ports and combustion 
chamber as Jerry wanted to remain in 
the 125 class. There is no guesswork in 
porting at Hi-Per-Kinetics. A very 
expensive flow bench and many, many 
long hours working and experimenting 
proved out everything Gary does now 
on a production basis. Gary has built 
many fast four-strokes from SL-100’s to 
the fastest four-stroke in the desert, 
Duane Carter’s XL-500 housed in a very 
trick mono-shock frame. 

First the XL-125 was dyno’d and a 
horsepower curve plotted to see how 
much (or little) power the bike was 
putting out. Hi-Per-Kinetics uses a 
rear-wheel-drive Hartzell dynamometer, 
which gives digital horsepower readings

at any RPM. The little XL put out a 
rather anemic 9.1 HP at ten grand. Jerry 
then tore the engine down and turned 
the head over to Gary, who went to 
work grinding, porting, and polishing 
until he was satisfied. Things aren’t 
rushed through this shop. Time is taken 
to insure the job is done right the first 
time, a refreshing change in this day and 
age of crank ’em out “porting” 
specialists. Jerry reassembled the engine 
and bolted it back into the frame and 
put it back on the dyno for the crucial 
test. 

Another curve was plotted and lo 
and behold, a two horsepower increase 
at ten grand! Now two little horsepower 
doesn’t seem much if you are riding a 
big bike but that’s a very nice 21% 
increase for the XL. And the 
horsepower curve flattened out in 
mid-range, which was very desireable for 
enduro riding. At 11 grand another one 
horsepower increase was recorded, but 
since Gary only went to ten grand in the 
pre-run, no figures were available for 
comparison. Now, dyno figures don’t 
always tell the truth of how an engine 
actually will perform, so the only sure 
way is to try it out in its element, in this 
case an enduro. What would be a good 
test? Why not the Annual 500 Mile 
Greenhorn Enduro? Why not indeed? 

Two very tough days and many, 
many long miles later, the XL-125 was 
still running like a top. Despite a broken 





swingarm at Red Mountain on. Saturday- ~ 

(luck of all lucks, there was a welder in 
the pits) Jerry won his class. Jerry was 
extremely happy with the way the bike 
ran. The XL now pulls hills in second 
gear that took low gear before and sand 
washes are no lomger 
stick-it-in-third-and-scream-it affairs. 
The bike now pulls fourth and 
sometimes fifth gear in deep grit. The 
power had helped in the mid-range and 
top end dramatically. 

Now it was time to change the small 
stock carburetor for a more efficient 
and bigger vacuum carburetor off of the 
Honda CB-350. Four-stroke riders have 
discovered that the vacuum carburetor 
gives much improved throttle response 
and eliminates the “bogging” that 
happens with the normal slide 
carburetor when the throttle is cracked 
open. XL-250 riders have been using the 
CB-450 vacuum carburetor with great 
success, so Jerry reasoned the CB-350 
would work on the one-two-five. 

Jerry had to make an adaptor out of 
aluminum plate to mount the 
carburetor. A K&N air filter was bolted 
directly onto the throat for the 
moment. Jerry is planning to build an 
air box in the future, as the K&N is fine 
for the desert but a little exposed for 
the stream crossings found in 
woods-type enduros. A 110 main jet 
seems to be workable and the pilot jet 
wasn't changed. 

A lot of people may laugh at the 
XL-125 as a serious enduro mount, but 
the fact remains that Jerry is Number 
Uno in CRC Enduro point standings at 
this moment. That’s first overall, not 
just in class. 

Next: A full floating rear brake 
conversion.

the too-large 250cc pack into the 
too-tight-and-narrow left hander with 


Mike Hartwig’ Husky and Pierre 
Karsmaker’s Honda chafing at his 
knobbs. 


Tony DiStefano squeezed his Suzuki 
past Karsmakers on the opening lap and 
put the rush on Hartwig. DiStefano then 
tried too hard to cut under Hartwig near 
the end of the lap, dumping it and 
falling back to sixth. 

Two laps later, Hartwig pulled a 
beautiful pass in the same turn where 
Tony had gone down, and took the lead 
away from Stackable. 

Meanwhile, Jimmy Weinert boogied 
his Yamaha up from fifth and also made 
a successful move on Stackable, setting 
himself up to take over the lead several 
laps later. At the same time Weinert was 


overtaking Stackable, DiStefano 
repassed Karsmakers in _ his 
crash-recovery charge. 

Both Weinert and Stackable got by 
Hartwig at the same time, making the 
lineup read Weinert, Stackable, Hartwig, 
DiStefano, Karsmakers, Rex Staten and 
Velky for eighth before the Czech 
retired two laps later. 

Tony continued his recovery run, 
eventually edging Hartwig and Stackable 
to fall in behind Weinert at the round’s 
end. Hartwig crashed, hurting his side, 
and dropped back. 

The moto ended with the first three 
finishers lined up in numerical order: 
Weinert (2), DiStefano (3) and 
Stackable (4). Karsmakers, Grossi and 
Staten filled the next three slots. 

Pierre Karsmakers won the charge to 


the first turn of round two, followed 
closely by Jimmy Weinert, Steve 
Stackable and Tony DiStefano. 

Jimmy jammed past Karsmakers on 
the first lap, but slipped in the mud and 
dropped back to fifth before getting the 
Yamaha restarted.

Mike Curoso then 
took over with Cody second and Woods 
third. Bruce Penhall laid it down 
heading for the finish line, slid across 
still holding on to the bike and was 


given credit with fourth, just ahead of 
Cherry. 

With a great start, Cody soon 
overtook Mike Muntean in the Main and 
that pair finished that way. Mike Konle 
got third after a little jousting between 
Woods and Curoso dropped them back 
to fourth and fifth. 

The Scratch Main got back to normal 
as it was Jeff Sexton returning to his 
familiar role as leader. His win was his 
third in four weeks. He went in the 
underdog, however. Steve Bast, Curoso, 
Billy Meister and Bruce Penhall were the 
heat winners. Woods then bested Curoso 
to make the Main from the first Semi 
and Sexton scored the second Semi win. 

Jeff drew the pole slot and that was 
just about all he needed. Curoso 
challenged early and then had more of a 
battle holding back Woods than he did 
of catching Sexton. Mike Konle was 
fourth.

The same is true for Dubb Ferrell. He 
got his first scratch main event win of 
the year, beating three of the best. Mike 
Bast, two-time U.S. Speedway Champ 
grumped in for second with Rick Woods 
for third and Wild Bill Cody fourth. 


Bakersfield, California 
July 26, 1975 


For the second week in a row, Sonny 
Nutter successfully defended the Purple 
Helmet in the two-lap feature match 
race. This week Larry Shaw lost two 
straight to Nutter in the best two out of 
three sprints. 

Home-town-hero George Ferrell won 
the Division Two main event, beating 
the arch villain from Taft, Grant 
Salyers. 

First Division handicap honors 
belonged to Mark Cherf, after a 
horrendous crash in which Bill Meister 
hit Cherf. Meister did not make the 
restart because of a bruised wrist. 

Rick Woods was the center of 
controversy when he was not allowed a 
two-minute hold because the referee did 
not see his hand up, signifying that he 
wanted time out. 

Everyone in the stands saw Wood’s 
hand in the air, but the referee’s error 
kept Woods out of the handicap half of 
the show. Like the champion he is, Rick 
let it go and came back strong to win 
the scratch main. The first three laps 
were led by Jim Fishback, who seemed 
well on his way to victory when his 
motor blew in the 100 degree climate.

For months now the original $800 
money hill at De Anza Cycle Park 
has stood ignored.

The hill was 
really in bad shape now. It wasn’t until 
the Open class that anyone even got 
above the 400 foot mark. 

John Bjorkman, riding a highly 


22 modified 750 Triumph and buming 





100% nitro-methane, managed to get up 
to 450 feet before the bike flew away 
from him. Neal Mackel, also on a super 
Triumph, worked his way up into the 
thick dust, but as it cleared, he had 
stopped at 510 feet. 

Ron Thompson, riding a 500cc 
Yamaha in the Open class, finally set 
high mark and took the class win. But, 
good as he was, he only made it to 515 
feet. Kerry Peterson was the overall 
winner for the day. 

Peterson is young, strong and slight 
in build. He is a smooth rider, one who 
does all of his own maintenance, one 
who knows his bike. He also knows how 
to judge a hill. Add all those things 
together, throw in a handful of luck,

It was a biggie race at Washougal 
MX Park — the second of three 
Blitz Weinhard Triple Crown races

season. Barclay Trehal led for the 
greater part and was being pressured by 
John Cunningham until Christian made 
a now-or-never move on the last lap. 
The outside line proved the quick way 
around as Christian passed both 
front-runners for the victory in a finish 
so close that a blanket would have 
covered the Reno trio. With the J.A.P. 
he has been riding earlier this year out 
with mechanical ails, Mike Faria took a 
ride on an ESO and ended his evening 
by winning the Handicap Main after 
winning his heat and semi in almost 
runaway fashion. Marty Benck came up 
from the thirty to finish second with 
the show spot going to fifty-yarder John 
Cunningham. 

A regular here last year, Jim Hershey 
made the most of his first appearance of 
the 75 season by winning tonight’s 
Division Two Main. A former sportsman 
rider who only recently started riding 
Speedway, Duane Yarrow worked his 
way through traffic from the twenty to 
finish second ahead of Dennis 
Hartshorn. 

One of the littlest of the little guys, 
Steve Lucero earned the right to meet 
the trophy tootsie by winning his 
second Junior Main at Cal Expo ahead 
of Jimmy Sizemore and Lance King. 
The National Junior Champ had earlier 
won his Match Race with Alan Christian 
after the latter was “cheered” back to 
the fifty. Lance started on the scratch 
line and at the end of the four laps, his 
margin was less than a bike length. 


Napa, California 
July 19, 1975 


Three of Reno’s “‘over the hill gang” 
were on the line for tonight’s Scratch 
Main. Current overall point leader Rich 
MacMurray gated very quickly and led 
for the first lap until John Cunningham 
got by. This pair put on one of the most 
exciting battles ever witnessed here with 
Cunningham the winner by a wheel 
length. 

Showing no after-effects from the 
broken wrist that sidelined him for 
several weeks earlier this season, Ron 
McGill put in five very rapid laps to win 
the Handicap Feature ahead of Cliff Ball 
and Alan Christian. 

With fan donations again bringing the 
win money way above the normal 
Division Two pay off. John Cook won 
his second D-2 Main in three starts here, 
with the two/three spots going to Dave 
Cooper and Cal Expo Handicap Main 
winner, Mike Faria. Including his fan 
fattened win money at San Jose on 
Thursday night, Cook's earnings for the 
three nights of racing were on a par with 
the highest paid First Division rider. 
Quote: “If they ever start putting up 
extra bucks for second and third, things 
could really get hairy out there.” e

the process only ended up taking a soil 
sample. 

Giving the Amateur class a second 
try the following weekend, Kevin got a 
bad start after numerous kicks. 
Somehow, through the blinding dust, he 
worked his way up to fourth overall by 
the bomb and third overall by the pits. 
In his excitement, Kevin did not let his 
dad top his gas tank off, and ran out of 
gas before the finish. Not only was he 
out of gas, but he had gotten two flats 
and broken the rear shocks. Making the 
best out of a bad situation, as he had 
done so many times before, he took off 
his helmet and pushed his bike to the 
finish. Kevin still reached the finish line 
at 28th overall, first 250 Amateur. 

These first two Amateur rides were 
nothing compared to the bad luck of his 
third try. Kevin crashed hard on the 
way to the bomb. Standing up, he 
noticed something sticking out of his 
leg, which happened to be a broken 
bone. This caused him to fall back down 
in what Kevin described as “Hurting 
more than anything I'd ever done.” 
Luckily a spectator saw him do his 
spectacular crash, and help got to him 
quickly. This put an end to his racing 
career for about six months. 

Barstow to Vegas has also given 
Kevin his share of desert blues. Kevin 
was able to finish on his DT-1 without 
too many problems. His 250 Suzuki was 
not as cooperative. While running fifth 
overall aboard it, Kevin had to stop and 
fix an electrical short, but at least he 
finished. Finishing was not the case in 
the *73 B to V, as the primary chain 
broke on his Bul. 

Things began to look up for Kevin in 
’73. First he met Sue, then he got some 
help from a shop, Coast Motor Cycles 
(CMC). This was the combination he 
needed, a competitive bike and a moral 
supporting girl friend. He was able to 
get in a few good rides between trying 
to sort the 250 CZ out for the desert. 
Then bad luck struck him again, and his 
bike was stolen out of his garage. 

Not able to go right out and buy 
another bike, Kevin started looking 
around for a sponsor. The week before 
he got a good offer for a ride on a Bul, 
CMC loaned him an old ex-factory 360 


CZ. 
His first ride on the 360 was at the 


Badgers Hare Scrambles. Jim Wotring 
had a slight lead on Kevin, but finally 





everything went right and Hasten passed 
him, never to lose the lead again. 
Kevin had finally done what he had 
worked for, for so long, and this was 
not to be his last overall win. 

CMC got Kevin a good deal on a 400 
CZ, which he rode to several more 
overalls and spent several nights a week 
working on it in Costa Mesa. Kevin 
really did not start winning consistently 
until the CZ factory built him a super 
fast, five speed 400. Once this new bike 
was sorted out, Kevin became almost 
unbeatable. 

An example of this was at a DRA 
race in which Kevin was running first 
overall when his throttle cable broke. 
Wanting to continue on, he wrapped the 
throttle around his leg and worked it by 
moving his leg in and out. Going up a 
hill, the front end started to come over 
on Kevin so he tried to put his leg out, 
thus giving the 400 more power. 
Flipping the bike over on him, he broke 
the rear section off of the bike. “When I 
took the bike down to the factory 
mechanics, instead of just welding it 
back on, they replaced the whole frame. 
I couldn't believe it. They put new 
pistons in that thing faster than I can 
wear out a ring.” 

Even though Kevin did win a few 
bucks racing last year, it certainly was 
not enough to live on. Kevin is a 
carpenter, and up until a few months 
ago, Sue was also working. Being a 
carpenter, Kevin sometimes is out of 
work, but lazy he’s not. Instead of just 
waiting around the house for work, he 
will go out and hustle some. The money 
he has won racing went toward their 
house in Hacienda Heights. 

Kevin is 21, and Sue is 18. Both 
never lived away from home until they 
got married last February and they are 
doing just fine. With no plans of kids in 
the near future, their dog Suzky (named 
after Kevin’s old Suzuki), is their only 
dependent. If they treat their first child 
like they treat Suzky, it is sure to be 
spoiled. Kevin takes Suzky everywhere, 
including work and the desert every 
weekend. Suzky even has her own 
room. When in the desert Suzky collects 
rocks, while Kevin is out racing and Sue 
is waiting for him at the finish line. 
Sometimes when they get back to the 
van, Suzky has it half full of rocks from 
Lucern. Maybe she’s just trying to help 
Kevin win by eliminating some of the 
rocks. Suzky does not look anything 
like Kevin, but she does have some of 
the same characteristics as Kevin, such 
as crashing. Suzky fell off the roof of an 
Alpha Beta store Kevin was working on 
and broke her leg. 

Kevin could not have found a better 
wife to fit his life style. Sue loves desert 








racing as much, if not more than Kevin. 
Even before meeting Kevin, Sue spent 
almost every weekend in the desert with 
her family. Her brother, Danny Phillips 
is a 250 Amateur and her sister Bonnie 
was unfortunately killed in a dune 
buggy accident at the last Barstow to 
Vegas. Sue has done a little racing 
herself, and says Kevin won’t let her 
race because he is afraid she will beat 
him. 

Asking Kevin which race was the 
hardest for him, “The Prospectors race 
last year. The course was neat and the 
bike ran fine, it was just that I was 
trying to catch Mitch Mayes. I got up 
beside him right after the bomb. He was 
on the marked course and I was off the 
trail where it was rougher, trying to stay 
out of his dust. I thought I was going to 
pass him, but he just pulled away from 
me. He is the smoothest rider I’ve ever 
seen.” Kevin took second overall that 
weekend. He was still riding his shop 
sponsored, basically stock four speed 
400 CZ. 

Kevin is a member of the Rimrunners 
MC. It is not a very large club, averaging 
only about three or four riders a 
weekend. Sue was a member of the 
Rovers MC until she met Kevin, then 
she became what she calls a “Roving 
Rimrunner’’. Kevin and Sue can be seen 
almost every weekend riding from 
campsite to campsite visiting. 

Kevin used to party quite heavily, 
until his sponsorship from CZ. But he 
still gets a buzz now and then. Kevin 
and Sue’s wedding was one of those 
times. Their wedding was on a Saturday 
and after the reception they stopped by 
the Barstow to Vegas trophy 
presentation before going to a DRA race 
Sunday, named ‘‘Hasten’s 
Honeymoon”, which he won. 

Kevin likes to play poker, and he 
plays it well. I know; Sue took five 
bucks from me, and Kevin about fifteen 
more from a couple of our friends, the 
night I interviewed him. If he had not 
crashed in the Mint 400 and broken the 
upper part of his back, he might have 
enjoyed Vegas as he usually does 
afterwards. ‘‘] felt like the shocks on my 
CZ were not working properly, so I 
slowed down. I was only going about 30 
when I crashed. I did get to ride in a 
helicopter. The course was so rough, a 
new tire would only last a couple of 
loops.” 

Kevin and Sue are no longer just 
another couple in the desert. In fact, 
they could well just be the fastest pair 
in the desert, with Kevin and his CZ 
becoming the fastest thing since Tom 
Brooks and his DKW. Now when Kevin 
comes flying through the pits of a desert 
race, nobody asks, “Who is that guy?”.

produces enough of the right type of 
power and doesn’t need reworking. The 
GP bike has a five-speed gearbox 
though, while the production bike has 
six-speed. If you remember from our 
test of the 250 we said that its six-speed 
gearbox had to be worked really hard 
because its gears were within the range 
of last year’s five-speed 250 CR. Well, 
the production 360 CR has a much 
wider ratio range for its six speeds than 
the 250 does because the 360 has the 
bottom end power to pull it. This means 
that Husky’s reasoning for using a 
six-speed in the 360 CR really works; 
that normally only five of the six speeds 
are used, and the rider has the choice of 
using first through fifth or second 
through sixth depending on individual 
tracks. With the old five-speed gearbox 
Pelle Persson, Heikki’ mechanic, 
usually had to change sprocket gearing 
for various courses. 

When you consider all the 
improvements the production 360 CR 
has over Heikki’s 360; the reliability of 
alł production parts rather than some 
hand built items, a much better air box, 
and a six-speed gearbox, you can 
understand Husqvarna’s reasoning for 
wanting to use production bikes for the 
1975 season. 

Dan Farley’s 360 CR is stock except 
for one modification which the shop 
made to it, and that is converting the 
front forks to air pressurized units. It’s a 
simple modification, Kent Howerton 
and Mitch Mayes had it done to their 
production factory bikes, and within 
the year it should be almost as common 
to dial your front forks in for varying 
track conditions as you do your tire 
pressure. Besides the advantage of being

Heikki Mikkola had gotten off 
with a good start in fifth place, 


Heikki’s frame, it was a production item 
and conformed to the exact -same 
geometry and used the same 
heat-treated chromemoly steel. 

The magnesium pressure die cast 
engines are also the same, right down to 
the cylinders where porting and hand 


able to adjust the forks for individual 
tracks, about three pounds are saved in 
weight by not using springs.

but Roger DeCoster had the lead. 
It was the first moto of the final 


500cc Grand Prix at Luxembourg, 
and it would decide the 1974 
World Championship. By the third 
lap Roger had increased his lead to 
12 seconds as he flung the prototype 
Suzuki around the hilly course. Heikki 
had worked his way up to second place 
and began the task of trying to reel in 
Roger. Heikki was stoked and going as 
fast as he and the bike could manage; 
but Roger was holding his own. Five 
laps later the Suzuki’s engine seized and 
Heikki sped past to win the race and the 
World Championship. This moto, which 
had clinched the championship for 


Heikki and his manufacturer’s machine, | 


was reflective of what had taken place 
throughout the entire season. 

The bike is the Husqvarna 360 CR 
Grand Prix. It began the 1974 Grand 
Prix season in Europe as a prototype 
motocrosser, but when it crossed the 
finish line at the 
Luxembourg with Heikki Mikkola in the 
saddle it was a production machine. 

If you think this article is going to be 
a test of the 360 CR and how it can leap 
tall whoop-de-doos in a single bound, 
you’re wrong. The bike has already 
proven itself, so our testing is of small 
consequence. The 360 CR does 
everything that a World Champion like

Heikki Mikkola wants it to do, and that 
means it exceeds almost everyone else’s 
requirements. A good rider can adapt 
himself to the 360 CR easily because it 
always meets his ability. 

Instead, a description of the bike and 
its performance would be more 
appropriate than a critical analysis. We 
had two bikes. The first was Dan 
production 360 CR Husky 
which is sponsored by Orlando 
Motocross Center in Florida. The other 
was one of Heikki Mikkola’s GP bikes. 
“One of” obviously means that Heikki 
used more than one bike last year to 
win the World Championship, which is 
logical, because a factory can’t seriously 
campaign the World Championships 
with just one bike, no matter how 
reliable it is. This particular bike had 
been Heikki’s back up machine for the 
final events of the World Championship, 
then was flown over to the United 
States for the Trans-AMA Series where 
Heikki won the Honda Hills event with 
it. 

In comparing the two bikes, they 
were exactly alike except for a few parts 
on Heikki’s bike which were hand built. 
Present production parts like the brake 
pedal and the air box weren’t available 
when Heikki’s 360 was assembled. 
Though there was no serial number on 


finishing of the ports is exactly the. same 
on Heikki’s bike as the production 
machine.

keep it from blowing. Air valves are

and the forks pumped up to around 
35-40 psi. For most riders though, Dan 
and ourselves included, there is no real 
noticeable difference in weight saving 
and performance when riding a 360 
with air forks or a conventional spring 
fork like Mikkola’s stock unit. What also 
needs to be considered is the hassle of 
carrying an air tank and regulator 
around to the races, constantly having 
to check the fork’s air pressure, and 
perhaps having to finish a moto with 
collapsed forks if you blow the seals. 


Maintaining the 360 CR 

The fact that Heikki Mikkola won his 
World Championship with the 360 
Husky almost due to the bike’s 
reliability, which proved to be just as 
important as Heikki’s own riding skill, 
says a lot for its design and quality. The 
360 CR continues the Husky reputation 
of reliability and low upkeep cost. An 
important factor when you pay $1850 
for a race bike. Other bikes may cost 
less initially, but the cost of making 
them competitive or maintaining them 
over a season of racing can quickly 
nullify that low price. 

There are a few things that need 
looking over. New bikes, come jetted 
wrong out of the crate and the 360 CR 
is very sensitive to having the proper 


jetting. Replace the standard 195 Bing 
main jet with a 180-185 main jet, and 
the needle jet with a 312-316 needle jet. 
Do not raise or lower the needle from 
the middle position. (At sea level.) 

The standard rear chain needs to be 
replaced immediately with a better 
quality one. The 360 will snap the 
standard Reynolds with its flimsy side 
plates in about two hours running time. 

Both the shoulderless Akront alloy 
rims and the front steering head 
bearings need to be constantly checked 
for tightness. The Akronts are very soft 
aluminum and spokes easily work 
themselves loose. The steering head 
bearings need to set in when new and if 
they aren’t kept tight they'll smash 
themselves up in no time at all. Using a 
larger number of roller bearings packed 
in grease, rather. than the caged 
assembly, is a good idea if they need to 
be replaced. 


The power (and the glory) 

Anyone who hasn’t ridden the 360 
CR wants to know about the un-Godly 
power they figure it has, and how 
anyone other than Hekki can ride it. 
After all, it’s reputed to be the fastest 
Open class bike in the world. The recent 
test in a monthly magazine said it was 
dangerously pipey and hard to control,

and they had the dyno graph to prove 
it. 

We'd just love to start a controversy 
here. Sure it’s fast, but it is also easy to 
control and use. The power is strong 
and pulls right up from bottom rpm like 
a 360 Bultaco, but where the Bul runs 
out of punch at about 6,000 rpm the 
Husky keeps pulling like a rocket. What 
makes the power seem unmanageable at 
first is the lack of rear wheel spin. The 
360 CR puts every pony to the ground 
and seems to catapult itself down the 
track every time you grab a gear. You've 
got to learn to love the aluminum gas 
tank and or on top of it during 
acceleration of the front end will come 
up even in fifth gear. Starts are hard 
because the 360 doesn’t even like to 
spin its 4.50 Trelleborg even in first. 

Once you get used to the fact that 
the rear of the 360 is going to stick no 
matter what you do, you can get down 
to the business of learning to ride it. 


The handling 

The bike’s power and handling are so 
closely related that you soon realize the 
two are the same. They work with each 
other as a unit and the method to 
control how they work is with the 
throttle and the shifting of body weight. 
This is the part where you realize the 
long seat, which tapers up over the 
aluminum tank, was designed like that 
for a reason. The tank actually becomes 
part of the seat as you slide up on it to 
give the front wheel traction in turns or 


front end control. 

On rough surfaces you slide back on 
the seat to lighten the front end. This 
even works in turns where the entrance 
or exit line is really rough. Just slide 
back on the seat, and with the bike still 
laid over, dial on a little throttle to 
bring the front end up to clear the 
bumps. The back end will stick and soak 
them up. You steer the bike by leaning 
your weight, and it’s got to be the 
neatest feeling in the world to power 
through a rough third gear turn with the 
front end up and the bike laid over. It’s 
then that you realize the bike has 
become a tool. You may never be able 
to use its full potential in power or 
handling, but you know it’s there and it 
can be controlled. 

The only complaint anyone seems to 
have with the new cantilever Huskys is 
the fact that they are power-on 
handlers. Back off the throttle on a 
rough section and the back end wants to 
bounce like crazy rather than work like 
it should. This trait is actually more 
pronounced in the 250 CR where you 
have to do more shifting and power to 
the ground isn’t as smooth as the 360 
CR. It affects both models though, 
during braking for a turn. Positioning 
your weight back on the bike while 
braking will keep the back end tracking 
and digging in. Also, dragging the rear 
brake a little on rough straights will 
help. 

Still, the power-off pogo effect of 
the cantilever suspension persists to 
some degree, and sometimes it can be 
unnerving. The problem comes from the 
dampening characteristics of the gas 
charged Girling shocks and the constant 
rate 125 pound springs. The suspension 
would definitely benefit from a variable 
rate spring in the 115-135 pound range, 
which at this time isn’t available for the 
gas Girling. The softer initial spring rate 
of 115 pounds would make the 
cantilever suspension more responsive to 
bumps when the power is off, and the 
heavier 135 pound portion of the spring 
would prevent them bottoming out on 
jumps. The problem isn’t incurable 
though, because 12.9 inch Bilsteins with 
their standard springs solve it. Brad 
Lackey. uses them, the only 
modification to his stock 360 CR. 
Heikki keeps his bike totally stock with 
the Girlings. 

What you can do with a 360 CR 
Husqvarna depends on your own ability. 
It’s proven itself to be the best Open 
class bike in the world in stock form. It 
will never limit you, but instead the 360 
CR offers itself as the tool for you to 
become as good a rider as you can be. 
No other bike can offer more than that.

One little, two little, 
three little Zuneys 


I’m a beginning dirt rider who 
recently purchased a 1971 Rickman 125 
MX. My problem concerns the gearbox. 
On my first adventure in the dirt it 
shifted fairly well except for a few false 
neutrals between gears, however, I never 
felt totally at ease with it. After a 
problem with the kickstarter not always 
spinning the engine over, which was 
diagnosed as a misadjusted clutch, I 
once again took the bike out into the 
dirt, now it won’t up shift at all. Up 
shifting from first gear produces three 
neutrals until I hit fifth, but by then the 
engine is lugging. It down shifts 
beautifully however, with or without 
the clutch. 

The questions that I am hoping you 
can answer are: (1) Is there a firm that 
produces a positive shift kit for 
Zundapps? (2) What is the cost of the 
kit and the possible installation cost? 
(3) Can a person unfamiliar with 
Zundapp engines install such a kit? 
(4) Where can I get service for Zundapps 
in San Diego? (5) Could a dealer that 
sells Sachs service Zundapp engines?

Ed, I get the feeling that from the 
sound of your letter that maybe when 
you found out that you had clutch 
problems that you removed the right 
hand case of the engine to look at the 
clutch and didn’t adjust it right when 
you put it back together. Let’s take it 
from the top and adjust the gearbox 
first. With the trans adjusted right they 
don’t shift all that bad, but you can’t 
stomp on it or jam it like you can the 
gearboxes from the land of the Rising 
Sun. Be gentle with the Zundapp. 

(1) Remove the little cover that is at 
the back of the case on the right side of 
the engine. 

(2) Now you see that little round 
adjuster that is held in place with two 
screws. This adjuster is called the setting 
bell and it positions your shift-drum 
assembly so that the selector rod is in 
the right location to pick up the balls 
that put it in one gear or the other. 

(3) With the setting bell exposed 
check and see if it is worn out before 
you loosen the two screws that hold it 
in place. To check this wear condition 
take hold of the gearshift lever on the 
other side of the engine and see if you 
can push it in and out. If you can feel 
free play in the threads (in and out 
play) replace the setting bell before you 
go any further. 

(4) Remove the two lock screws that 
hold the setting bell in place and remove 
the setting bell. Wash it and clean it 
good. 

(5) Now, start the setting bell back 








.on.to the threads of the shift drum and __ -|. 


with your left hand reach over the bike, 
take hold of the gear shift lever and pull 
it toward the left of the engine (away 
from the case) as far as it will go. 

(6) Turn the setting bell down the 
threads with your right hand till it 
bottoms out on the case. 

(7) Now very carefully push the shift 
lever toward the engine but not too 
hard or you will push it off the stop pin. 

(8) With pressure on the shift turn 
the setting bell in till it touches the case 
once again — but this time count the 
turns. 

(9) Now back it up half of that 
number of turns and lock it into place 
with the lock screws. This will place the 
shift drum in the middle of its free play 
and your trans will be in proper 
adjustment. 

As far as shift kits go, there are only 
two people that I ever knew that made a 
shift kit. One is Steve Koba in Los 
Angeles and I don’t know if he’s still 
there or not. The other is myself. With 
Steve’s kit you would have to split the 
cases to install it and with a $5.95 
Zundapp shop manual that I could send 
you I’m sure you could do it yourself. 
My kit is redoing your shift drum 
assembly and selector rod. The cost for 
this mod is $16. 

I don’t know where you can get 
service for your Zundapp in San Diego. 
Two places in Los Angeles that might be 
able to help you now are Kobie’s out in 
Ventura and Precision Cycle in 
Lawndale. If worst comes to worst, you 
can always get parts or service from me. 

Could a dealer that sells Sachs service 
a Zundapp? Good question. The only 
thing alike with a Zundapp and a Sachs 
is that they’re both made in Germany. 


I own a Rickman with a Zundapp 
engine in it. The power is alright, but 
the transmission is the main problem. 
Finding neutral between every gear is a 
bitch. I planned on racing this machine 
in the Intermediate class but the 
transmission stops me. There's no way I 
could ride the bike in arace and win. 

I heard you had a kit that helps the 
shifting a lot, and allows me to power 
shift without worrying about it blowing 
up. Please tell me what it does and how 
much it costs to do it. Also send me a 
few tips on how to make the bike go 
faster.

Claude, look at Ed’s answer and that 
will take care of your gearbox 
questions. 

I think you need to concentrate more 
on how to ride faster than on how to 
abuse your gearbox. I don’t care what 
kind of kit you put in it, if you're 
going to stomp on the gearshift lever 
you'll break something. It just won’t 
take it. 

Back a year and a half ago (maybe it’s 


two and a half) when Jeff Wright, Bruce - 


Baron and some of the others were 
riding Rickmans for me, they had very 
little gearbox trouble and they didn’t 
get beat too often. These riders learned 
how to go fast by riding skill, not on 
how fast they could shift the bike. Yes, 
they made a lot of their shifts without 
a clutch, sometimes you have to. Be 
gentle with it, it’s like a good girl friend, 
it likes to be pampered a little. 

Horsepower on a limited budget is a 
hard way to go. About all you can do 
by yourself is cut your intake skirt .060 
and have your head milled .060 if it’s a 
12.5 DIN engine and if it’s a 15.0 DIN 
engine, mill it .020. 

I could send you a pipe kit for 
$38.47, and that will help you another 
25%. 


I have problems with the front forks 
on my Zundapp, 1974 Enduro. The 
travel just doesn’t work right. Do you 
change the rear shocks at all? I weigh 
175 pounds and stand five feet 10 
inches tall. 

The motor seems to have good power 
but sometimes shifting is a little tricky. 
When I had 51 miles on the bike, the 
gearbox broke. I sent it back to 
Rockford, April 26, and just received it 
back again August 5. 

I bought the bike because of the 
show the factory team put on the ISDT. 
Anything you can offer will be of great

help. If there is a shift kit out for the 


125 Sachs, let me know. 5 
P.S. Also carb changes or gear changes.

In the front forks use 20 weight oil. 
The front forks are good but they are a 
little short on travel. There is nothing 
that you can do but replace them if 
they don’t do the job for you. 

On carb changes, you can go to the 
new V84 Bing but don’t get one bigger 


than 28mm if you’re going to leave the ' 


engine stock. It won’t handle it. 

Zundapp makes a whole set of 
counter sprockets from 12 to 16 teeth 
for your bike. Rear sprockets have to be 
made special for them.

I have a 100 Honda Elsinore that is 
extremely fast, but has a tendency to 
eat rings at a rate of one set every two 
races. Do you think that those poppy 
rings would help? Also, would the dyke 
piston work and last longer than the 
Wiseco piston and rings? 

Would it be possible to square out the 
intake like it shows in photo A in the 
Cycle News’ article and add a third 
port? How much is the exhaust flange 
and would it work on my 100? 

A buddy has a bike like mine and he 
took a Wiseco piston and made a second 
ring groove in it. Can I put this third 
port in my 100 piston or does the dyke 
piston come with one? If I put a third 
port in my piston do I have to do 
anything to the cylinder? One last 
question, what kind of pipe would be 
the best for my 100?

Sounds like you have a sick 100cc 
Honda. Let's start from the top. John 
Ciaramitaro, of Forgetrue, and I are still 
working on the Forgetrue 100cc piston 
with dyke ring. For the time being why 
don’t you use a piston out of a 100cc 
T.M. Suzuki. It fits right in and is the 
best piston that you can use at this 
time. This way you won’t have to 
machine a new ring groove and go to all 
that extra work. 

You must weld up your cylinder if 
you square up your intake because you 
will go right through the side of it and 
this makes it more than a little difficult 
to tune. è

you have tọ put the port for the į 
in the bottom ring land. I have a fi g 
that you have a Wiseco sleeve and I 
don’t think that it has enough room in 
it for the port. You may have to use one 
of my sleeves for this type of port and it 
will come with the port machined in it 
for you. 

Yes, my flange kit will work on your 
100 and they cost $10, a E.C.W. pipe 
kit runs $38.47. If you have a 1975 
Honda your stock pipe will work real 
good with this flange kit.

Can you give me dimension 
specifications, also can I use the front 
half of my old pipe?

Yes, you can use the front half of 
your old pipe. To make a pipe section 
for your pipe you make a new cone for 
the rear that is 9.500 inches long with a 
small end of seven-eighth inches. 
Remove one inch from the center 
section and weld the new cone back on. 
Replace the buffer silencer with a 
silencer from Fun ’N Fast or J&R weld 
on with a seven-eighth inch core. 


More pow for the Penton 


I recently purchased a 1974 Penton 
175cc. It handles great and all that but 
lacks a little on the low end. I race 
desert only and am wondering how to 
get a little more power down low 
without having to do any porting. 

The engine is box stock, also the 
exhaust. Would just adding a pipe and 
cleaning up all ports and polishing them 
help? Also, how about a reed valve? 
Where can I get one that would bolt 
right on, and would there be any need 
for additional porting other than the 
windows in the back of the piston? 
Also, would a larger carb be necessary?

Do the pipe mod as I pointed out to 
Lou from Atlanta, cleaning up the ports 
and polishing will help but not that 
much. G.E.M. makes a reed valve for the 
175 Penton that would be the best thing 
that you could do for torque and 
mid-range. Also, it will bolt right on. If 
you put a reed on you will have to do 
the boost ports and machine the piston 
for the reed, done right it’s no problem. 
We can do the necessary machining for 
you if you want. This service will run 
you $30 plus the reed. Your Penton has 
a 32mm Bing on it so use it, there is no 
need for a bigger carb. 


Mono breath 


I have a YZ 250 Band I am putting a 
36mm Mikuni carb on so I can have a 
little top end. What I would like to 
know is what setting to use. The stock 
34mm on it contains the following: 
Slide 3.5, needle jet P 8, main jet 340, 
pilot jet 70, air screw one turn. 

Please tell me what jetting you think 
is close.

With a new carb that you know 
nothing about, start from the top. Put 
in the largest main jet you have, at least 
a 350, and go from there. Work with the 
top end only until you get it so that it’s 
just a tad on the rich side (be sure 
needle clip is in the middle). Next after 
you have the top end a touch on the 
rich side go to the pilot, if the bike is 
hard to start come up on pilot. If the air 
screw has to be turned out a long way 
to get the bike to idle it’s a sign that 
you are too rich, come down on pilot. If 
the bike stumbles or bogs badly when 
you come off line or out of a turn it 
could be that you are too lean, come up 
on the pilot. 

Mid-range or needle jet is tricky. 
Move the needle around and see if you 
can get it to run rich at one-quarter 
throttle, then lean it out one notch with 
the clip. If it runs clean there forget it. 
After you have got the mid-range and 
the bottom end where you want it, go 
back and check the top end and be sure 
that it’s rich enough.

Part Ill: Why “close” the desert? 


Motorcyclists wonder, “‘why 


1S SO 


much of the desert being closed to 
us? We come from the city, too, 
and love the out-of-doors. There’s 


an awful lot of public land out 
here. Don’t we, as citizens, have as 
much right to enjoy it as any 
other group?” 

I'll try to answer that. From the 
beginning of time up until about a 
decade ago the Southern California 
desert was largely undisturbed. There 
were some major disruptions earlier in 
the century, of course. General George 
Patton’s tanks cut an indelible swath 
across portions of the Mojave in the 
summer of 1942. Project Desert Strike 
(a $61 million maneuver employing 
100,000 men) came in May, 1964. 
Much earlier, miners began poking the 
land for gold and other minerals. There 
were even a few bikers out there in the 
old days. But it wasn’t until the late 
1950s or 1960s that vast numbers of 
people began streaming out for the 
“desert experience.” Not just ORV 
enthusiasts — campers, rock hounds, 
hunters, land developers and weekend 
homeowners, too. 

With the increasing volume of use, 
less and less of this vast area has been 
left to enjoy in its natural state. Even 
the ORV people are getting nervous 
about the rate of consumption, as if we 
conservationists weren’t enough of a 
threat to them. 

The Bureau of Land Mangement, as 
we all know is now implementing its 
plan to better manage the desert and 
designate certain areas for certain types 
of use. The BLM says it’s trying hard, 
but neither ORV people nor 
conservationists are totally satisfied 
with the results. Environmentalists say 
much of what the BLM is doing is too 
little and too late. In the minds of many 
off-road vehicle búffs the BLM’s plan is 
discriminatory. 

So you ask, why do people like me 
object to ORVs driving across the open 
desert? You may have heard it before, 
but here goes: The Southern California 
desert is not a wasteland. It’s a treasury 
of life forms (plants and animals), 
archaeological wonders and historical 
remains. It has great scenic beauty. 


When vehicles leave the road they 
immediately threaten these values. This 
may not mean much to the biker but it 
does to a lot of other people, and the 
“other people” aren’t just posy pickers 
or university types. They're folks who 
want to get away from the turmoil of 
the big city and experience the peace of 
the natural open spaces. It’s jolting, 
after leaving the smog of L.A., Long 
Beach or Riverside, to discover in the 
desert some of the ugliness you've left 
behind. 

ORV people argue that because they 
represent a “‘larger user group” their 
rights should be given top consideration. 
Is that really a valid argument? Other 
users aren’t necessarily less numerous. 
They’re just less conspicuous because 
they are less noisy and go out in smaller 
groups at one time. And what about the 
vast numbers who would like to enjoy 
the solitude of the desert and for some 
reason or another can’t get out so often, 
or those who don’t know the desert at 
all but favor protecting any precious 


resource on our shrinking planet? 
Shouldn’t they be heard? 

Some ask, “who’s more important, 
the people or a lot of creosote and 
lizards?” It depends on your values. 
Some folks may love their pet cat more 
than an in-law. So far as the desert goes, 
I'll opt for the humans because there are 
just as many of us (probably more) who 
would rather enjoy the desert in its 
natural state than see it over-run by 
machines. We want to spare the desert, 
warts and all. 

I don’t think dirt bikers want to 
upset the desert ecology, but that’s just 
what most of them are doing, along 
with the dune buggy freaks, some pot 
hunters and a lot of careless 
car-campers. There’s a whole life cycle 
working out there — from minute plant 
forms that insects feed on to the small 
creatures that eat the bugs, on to the 
larger predators that live off the little 
animals. A lot of kids would give their 
eyeteeth to see a kit fox or a coyote. 
Man’s machines are getting in the way. 

A thousand-or-more years of history 
in the form of petroglyphs and pottery 
is out there to tell us something about 
life years ago, and maybe give us a few 
lessons about ourselves. Sometimes 
these treasures are wiped out in a matter 
of minutes. Forever. 

I'll say this for a lot of ORV groups: 
there’s an encouraging move toward 
conservation. People are trying to pick 
up litter and they’re working with the 
BLM, Fish and Game and other 
government agencies to fence off 
hazardous mine shafts, protect 
petroglyphs and restore springs and 
other watering areas for wildlife. But 
these are official, club-oriented efforts. I 
wonder about the rank and file — those 
individuals who bomb out onto the 
desert on a private outing and break all 
the rules. What are we going to do about 
them? 

As for organized events, I had hopes 
that the racers would stay pretty close 
to the course in the Barstow-Vegas race 
next fall. I know it’s pretty hard to 
manage an event to a T when several 
thousand are involved, and that’s the 
whole problem. That many people 
shouldn’t be tooling across the wild and 
fragile desert in the first place. Aside 
from some rare vegetation and precious 
archaeological sites, the course included 
portions of the old Mojave Road. 
Fragments of the trail are still untraced 
and last November’s blitz has made the 
job even more difficult. According to 
desert historian Dennis Casebier the 
Barstow-Vegas event pretty well wiped 
out most known traces of it in the Soda 
Lake area. 

Like Concord Bridge in 
Massachusetts, the Alamo in Texas and 
Ft. Ross in Northern California, the 
Mojave Road is a historical monument. 
Yet, in the Bicentennial year of 1975 
(the 200th anniversary of the Spanish 
padres’ pilgrimage across the Southwest 
into California) this historical byway is 
now criss-crossed and badly damaged by 
motorcyclists. 

Doesn’t someone out there care?

The danger of 
lights on in 
the daytime 


Some comments on Melvin R. 
Stahl’s letter in the July 22 issue 
are in order. I have studied the 
visibility-“‘lights on” situation for 
many years now. In the last 
several years I have checked into 
the details of more fatal 
motorcycle accidents than all the police 
officers of a typical city will investigate 
in their collective careers. 

You can examine each accident 
involving a rider with his lights on and 
always pick another factor responsible 
for the accident. After all an accident 
involving only one factor would be 
extremely rare. Collectively however 
you must come to’ the inescapable 
conclusion that the lights on riders are 
having considerably more fatal accidents 
than their numbers would indicate. 

The accidents and the fatal accident 
Statistics may not be conclusive proof 
for Mr. Stahl but it puts him in the same 
position as the heavy smoker with lung 
cancer who believes his heavy smoking 
did not contribute to his difficulty. Why 
should the rider buck the odds? In 
particular why should he tolerate a 
wiring system that forces him into that 
Position? 

In my view the wiring system of 
some of the Honda models is a 
hazardous mess. Moreover a headlight 
failure on some of the models puts one 
in legal jeopardy (V.C. Sec. 24800). I 
agree the modification should not be 
done by the rider. It should be 
corrected by Honda and at their 
expense. 

As for Chuck Clayton’s suggestion 
that the rear turn lights stay on during 
normal daytime operation, this is not 
only a poor idea and outside standard 
108, it is illegal as well (V.C. Sec. 
25950) if the turn lights are amber. 

In my view there should be no 
continuous burning lights on during the 
day. The only other lights should be 
those warning of turns, deceleration, or 
indicating police or other emergency 
operation. At night the only additional 
lights to come on fore or aft should be 
the headlight(s) in front and the tail 
light(s) at the rear. If more than one 
headlight is involved, they should not be 
mounted horizontally unless they are 
spaced close enough so that they cannot 
possibly appear similar to a distant car. 
The number of tail lights should not 
exceed the number of lights warning of 
deceleration. A possible exception to 
this would be low candlepower lights 
used for trim. I have no stand at present 
to take regarding side lighting. 

California law does not require 
daytime headlight operation or for that 
matter the presence of a headlight. 
Some summaries indicate otherwise. 
DMV publications also indicate 
otherwise. Apparently they went to 
press before V.C. Sec. 25650.5 was 
deactivated by court order. 

Testimony on what is now V.C. Sec. 
25251.1 covered the value of increasing 
braking contrast pretty well. No 
reputable investigator would require all 
of the restrictions mentioned in Mr. 
Stahl’s letter.
